A popular magaiine published an in- 


teresting story a few yean ago under 
tho title of "The Man Who Stole a 
Meeting House." Something of the 
same sort appears to have occurred at 
Beardstown, Casa county, in this State, 
where, if a court house was not actually 
stolen, in the estimation of one party, 
at least, the county records and other 
documents wore illegally removed to 
Virginia—though the other party, no 
doubt, believed the act perfectly legal 
and right.
